A slender, six-foot dryland cot- 
I ton farmer from Lynn County 
has been named The Progressive 
'Farmer’s 1960 Man of the Year 
jtn Texas Agriculture. 
I 
Wilmer Smith. Texas' ambassa- 
dor-at-large for cotton through­ 
out the United States, received 
the 
honor for his exceptional 
service as a farm leader and as 
sn 
outstanding spokesman 
for 
cotton growers. He was born and 
reared in Lynn County near New 
Home 
and 
farms about 1.020 
acres of land there. 
The 48-year-old farmer travels 
about 60.000 miles each year rep­ 
resenting the cotton industry. In­ 
cluding a trip to Washington at 
least once a month. His exper­ 
ience in a variety of phases—as 
grower, ginner. and president of 
an oil mill—gives him first hand 
knowledge of the cotton industry. 
Smith is a member of a dozen 
boadrs. commissions, and com­ 
mittees that serve agriculture and 
is president of the American Cot­ 
ton Producer Associates.

One of the principal alms of 
Proctor Dam and Reservoir is to 
provide flood control and water 
storage facilities. 


The Leon River is the prin­ 
cipal tributary of the Little River 
and a secondary tributary to the 
Brazos River 


The Leon River rises in East­ 
land County and flows In an 
easterly direction for about 35 
miles, 
and then in a general 
southeasterly direction for a dis­ 
tance of about 296 miles to about 
six miles southeast of the city of 
Belton, where it Joins the Lam­ 
pasas River to form Little River. 


“I have always felt that some 
people do not si bscribe to news­

“No m atter how poor a news­ 
paper or shopping guide may be, 
farmers will hereafter hesitate to 
throw it away. There wiH always 
be the appeal: ‘If it’s not read­ 
able. it still edible’. 


“Until scientists work out the 
details of just how 
newsprint 
should be servd as a diet to cat­ 
tle. it would be a good idea for 
each publisher to work on build­ 
ing his newspaper up to maxi­ 
mum size. Then, if the feed idea 
works out he will have a real 
meal to offer—and. if it doesn't, 
he will still be doing all right ”

Here are some facts and fig­ 
ures concerning the Proctor Dam 
and Reservoir as set out in the 
programs distributed at the re­ 
cent ground breaking ceremonies. 


The lake project lies wholly in 
the bounds of Comanche County, 
but its benefits will be distribut­ 
ed over a large area not only in 
the vicinity of the dam itself, 
but for miles around, especially 
to the area further down the 
the Leon River as it leads to­ 
wards the Bosque and on to the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


The City of Comanche is the 
nearest town to the Proctor Dam 
by 7 miles, it being within 9 
miles of the dam compared with 
16 to Dublin and 26 to De Leon. 


Stephenvllle Is just 29 miles

year as "Bill of Right« Day"

What dona this im portant "docu­ 
m ent" mean to us? 
The American "Bill of R ights”, 
consisting of the first ten am end­ 
ment* to our federal constitution, 
all adopted at one time in 1791, 
specifies in some detail a num ­ 
ber of basic civil rights of the 
individual citizen 
Unaltered by 
subsequent amendments and jeal- 
ousoly 
guarded 
by 
our courts, 
these 
privileges 
must 
still 
be 
respected by our governing bodies 
today. 
Among the most familiar of 
our constitutional guarantees are 
those relating to freedom of re ­ 
ligion. speech, and of the press. 
The 
same 
article 
protects 
the 
rights of peaceable assembly and 
the privilege of petitioning the 
government for redress of griev­ 
ances. 
Another 
omendment 
secures 
our persons» houses, papers and

The Tenth Amendment further

Thus, that fundamental philos­ 
ophy expressed in the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, that men 
are endowed with certain un­ 
alienable rights, and that “to se­

these rights, governments 
are instituted among men deriv­ 
ing their just powers from the 
consent of the governed,” has 
been carried forward 
into the 
highest law of our land.
